through a polymerization of one or more macromonomers having a formula of 



wherein the R groups are the same or different; each R group comprises an aromatic group 
having a linking group that covalently attaches the aromatic group to a silicon atom; R n is an 
aromatic-based substituent or an alkyl; x is a non-negative integer; and y is a natural 
number; and wherein an attachment of the aromatic group to the silicon atom results from a 
hydrosilylation of an allylic functional group on the aromatic group. 

Claim 23 (new); The method of claim 22, wherein said ophthalmic device is an intraocular 
lens or corneal inlay. 
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
